INTERESTING STOEY 


OF PHILIPPINES 


Ut. Col. Frank Eager Visits in Evans< 


ville and Tells of His Ex. 


periences. 


Evansvllle, Nov. 23.—Frank Eager of 


Lincoln, Ncbaska. who has been visit- 
ing relatives in this city, returned to 
his home yesterday. 
Mr. Eager Is a 


.Lieut. Colonel of U. S. Volunteers, hav- 
ing served two years In the Philip- 
pines. 
He entered the army as adjut- 


ant and seved with distinction In twen- 
ty-two engagements, his advancement 
along the line of promotion facing rap- 
id. Lt. Eager's regiment was the first 
to enter Manila after the surrender 
of that city; the men were obliged 
to stand In mud and water up to their 
armpits for 12 hours prior to tne city's 
caputulatlon to the American troops. 
He tells of some very Interesting ev- 
ents, many hair breadth escapes from 
death, etc. 
During an engagement 


about thirty miles Inland from Manila, 
between 800 Amelcan soldiers 
and 


3,000 Flllpplnos, Colonel Statscnbeeg 
and a great many others were killed. 
Lt. Eager was shot through the right 
foot. 
The country was perfectly flat 


and the enemy was concealed behind 
a row of short bushes. 
The Ameri- 


cans lay flat behind a rice hill (only 
a partial protection) and threw their 
lino across the entire width of the 
enemy's front. 
Col. Statsenberg or- 


dered an advance In the face of the 
terrlfflc flre. half of the column ad- 
vancing a few yards under the flre 
and smoke of the other half of the 
command, on the third' advance Col. 
Statsenberg was killed. 
The Ameri- 


cans carried the line, however. 


Lt. Eager was In and around the 


hospital at Manila for six weeks, one 
of the finest In the world and eays 
that the care given the wounded was 
beyond anything ever rendered by any 
nation for their soldiers. 
Ho says a 


great percentage of the men wounaed 
were brought through and back to 
health. He was appointed by General 
Otis to act as counsel for three Span- 
iards who were In charge of a penal 
institution at the time of the capture 
of the Island of Luzon and who failed 
to turn over the funds amounting to 
thousands of dollars In silver to this 
government. 
Lt. Eager had been a practising at- 


torney before enlisting and the work 
was familiar, he thought there was 
little doubt as to the fellows' guilt 
but he did the best he could for their 
defense, two of them bwere acquitted 
and the other was fined $5,000. 
Aft- 


er the trial one of the men called on 
him and presented him with a cigar 
case In which was $500. 
He was not 


allowed of course as an officer to ac- 
cept a regular fee. but the gift showed 
the appreciation of Ills work for them. 


He brought home the finest collec- 


tion of eastern curios that Is in any 
one's collection In the west. He made 
numerous trips Inland and 
gained 


much Information about the country 
and the people. 
Mr. Eager Is at pros, 


ent the "publisher of a large paper 
called the Independent Bt Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and is well-acquainted with 
"W". J. Bryan.

: agriculture, domestic art and manual 
training. 
The. administration of the 


schools Is in the hands of a board 
if directors which acts with the prin- 
cipal of the school and they have 
charge of engaging tho faculty and 
mil other details of management. The 
board of directors consists of three 
members appointed from the county 
In which the school Is located. 


Anxious-to Secure Mr. Brace 
The school at Mcnomonio will open 


next Monday and the school at Wau- 
sau began its work in the fall with 
R. B. Johns as principal. 
Instructors 


Bkve been secured In the departments 
of agriculture and domestic art but 
not* In manual training. 
Last sum- 


mer an effort was made to secure 
Mr. Brace, who was personally recom- 
mended for the position by State Sup- 
erintendent L. D. Harvey. 
The sal- 
ary offered at that time was not large 
enough to be an Inducement and Mr. 
Brace declined. 
On last Wednesday 


'evening he received a telegram urg- 
ing him to come and offering him 
the liberal advance of one-third In 
salary but Mr. Brace replied that 
he had entered upon his year's con- 
tract with the Janesvllle school and 
that he could not break It. 


His Ambition 


In all probability this would be Mr. 
Brace's last year In this city. Ho has 
refused several splendid offers he- 
cause he has outlined a 
certain 


amount of work which he wished to 
accomplish In the Janesvllle school. 
This is his third year here and under 
his direction the manual training de- 
partment has attained a high stand- 
ard and a rank second to none In the 
state. 
Now that Mr. Brace's amhl 


tlon for the department has been real- 
ized he believes that his best work 
can be done in another city where 
he can do practically the same work 
for another school.
